This Important agreement 
will help prevent discord among 
villages as development occurs 
because developers will not be able 
to negotiate with both villages 
regarding density and other 
Issues." said Antioch Mayor

Haumunk said the agreement 
will help both sides plan for their 
future. The set boundaries will 
provide for better planning of the 
parcels of land.

Haumunk admitted making 
mistakes on one parcel of land 
called the Homer White property. 
Both villages bargained with the 
developer for the 600-acrc parcel 
and Antioch won the battle. He 
said he would do the whole thing 
differently after four years of 
experience as a mayor. 

The deal will allow portions 
north of Undcnhurst to come 
into the Undcnhurst Sanitary 
District with both villages agree- 
Ing to end boundary dashes for 
20 years. 

Both villages held special 
meetings Monday morning to 
approve the larger Intergovern- 
mental agreement with Lake 
County, the Forest Preserve, 
Wcstficld Homes and 

Undcnhurst Sanitary District. 

The Lake County Board 
unanimously approved the 
agreement. Board Member Suzj 
Schmidt (R- l-ikc Villa) was emo- 
tionally as she thanked board 
chairman Bob Dcpkc for his work 
on the agreement. 

"This Is a great day for the 
people of our district," said 
Schmidt who is thrilled with the

Police emergency 
phone system delayed

The new non-emergency 
phone system for the police 
department has been delayed for 
another two weeks. The new sys- 
tem, which will help reduce 
Antloch's emergency service 
costs, Is expected to be up and 
running on June 26. 

It had been hoped the system 
would be in place June 1, but, 
according Ueutenant Charles 
Watkins, the system Is still being 
configured. 

The Antioch Village Board 
approved a plan to change the 
system In March. One of the 
problems with the current 
phone system Is the fact non- 
emergency calls arc now routed 
through the 9 1 1 system, Increas- 
ing the village portion of shared 
costs. The proposed system will 
re-route non emergency num- 
bers to avoid dispatch costs. If, 
for some reason, callers Incor- 
rectly dial the non-emergency 
number with an emergency, the 
system will allow a routing to 
the dispatchers. 

Radicom Is the company 
which will provide the new phone 
system. Phil Bartmann, presi- 
dent of Badicom, gave a presen- 
tation to the Antioch Village 



trail connections." 

The trail agreement, which has 
over 107 revisions and a year of 
negotiations, will allow a trail from 
the McDonald Woods to the 
Fourth Lake Fen. The trail will go 
throughout the future Country 
Place Development which is called 
the Bonner Property. As pan of the 
agreement, Undcnhurst will be 
allowed to run sewer lines through 
a portion of the McDonald Woods 
Forest Preserve.

Haumunk said the trail will 
preserve the village's farming

"We will have preserved a pan 
of a our fanning heritage if only 
to have something to visit in the 
future," Haumunk said. 

County Board member Judy 
Martini of Antioch said the agree- 
ment will grcady benefit the peo- 
ple of her district. She was disap- 
pointed however with the impact 
fee-settlement made by Antioch 
High School District with 
Wcstficld Homes. 

"As a county board member it 
b not my place to negotiate school 
Impact fees, but I'm disappointed 
the schools won't be receiving 
more. The community has failed 
to pass a referendum six times and 
we need a solution for the high 
school." Martini b looking for- 
ward to the addition of forest pre- 
serve reserves In the area. 

Haumunk thanked the t»ard 
for providing the leadership to 
gel this agreement forward. What 
started as meeting in four years 
ago on April 21, 1991. lias been 
put on hold until now. 

"What did not get reported 
was what this board did. This 
board put a lot of time on this 
intergovernmental agreement In 
the spirit of cooperation we were 
able to come to agreement," 
Baumunk said. 



Board and explained the new sys- 
tem. "It Is one of the easiest sys- 
tems to use," said Bartmann. "It 
Is almost Impossible to get stuck 
In voice mall jail." 

The system would provide 
voice mail, outcalllng. and a 
menu for callers'. It can be 
designed In a number of various 
protocols to meet the needs of 
the police department "Vou 
have total flexibility," said 
Bartmann. 

One of the concerns trustees 
had regarding the system was In 
the case of a resident accidentally 
calling the non-emergency num- 
ber, when, in fact, there is an 
emergency. Bartmann admitted, 
If the caller got to the point where 
the voice mail recording began, 
the caller would be unable to 
reroute to a dispatcher. 

However, Bartmann said It 
would be up to the village exactly 
how many menu prompts, tcUlng 
callers how to report emergency 
situations, would be available on 
the system. 

The cost of the new phone 
system will be $21,004. Despite 
the high price tag, Village 
Administrator Tim Weils said the 
reduction of 91 1 calls will quickly 
Justify the initial money outlay for 
the system.

Antioch High School's shining 
star in basketball and baseball 
the last four years will be shoot- 
ing for more stars — Astros, that Is. 
Eric Eckenstahler was drafted 
by the Houston Astros in the 35th 
round of the Major League 
Baseball draft and was offered the 
opportunity to play for the team's 
farm squad In West Palm Springs, 
Fla.

Eckenstahler, however, Is still 
giving his education priority 
before lie makes a firm commit- 
ment with the Astros. 

"I look at It as a great honor, 
but I really sec myself going to 
school next year," Eckenstahler 
said. "School is definitely where I 
need to be." 

According to the contract, the 
Astros can watch Eckenstahler 
pitch all summer and offer him a 
contract with more money. If he 
doesn't accept, the Astros won't 
be able to bring him down to 
their farm dub until his junior 
year In college. 

Eckenstahler chose to attend 
Illinois State University. 

"My feeling is that if profes- 
sional baseball doesn't work out, 
I'm going to go to an outstanding 
school and play competitive col- 
lege baseball. If baseball docs 
work out, they will still pay for my 
college," Eckenstahler said. 

- I think I'm In a win-win situ- 
ation," he emphasized 

Eckenstahler had the choice 
to attend Lewis University in 
Romcovillc or 1SU on baseball 
scholarships. After visiting ISU, 
he said, "I fell in love with it I 
liked everything about it." 

One of the bonuses of ISU is 
that ho will be able to play both 
fall and spring baseball at the col- 
lege level. He hasn't decided on a 
major yet, but he said he wants to 
be a businessman. 

"Maybe if playing baseball

and Mike Schmidt era. 

"It was one lefty teaching 
another lefty," Antioch Coach 
Paul Petty pointed out about the 
Periman-Eckcnstahler working 
relationship. 

Eckenstahler said Pcriman 
guided him through a year-by- 
ycar development program the 
last three years. 

"My sophomore year was to 
gain experience; my junior year 
was for fine tuning; and my 
senior was to dominate," 
Eckenstahler said. "He really pre- 
pared me for the college level." 

Standing 6"7" on the mound 
would intimidate most oppos- 
ing batters, but throwing an B5- 
mph fastball down the pike 
made Eckcnstahlcr's presence 
all the more dominating on the 
mound. 



But Petty noted that 
Eckcnstahlcr's strength was his 
control and his ability to keep 
batters off balance. In addition to 
a blazing fastball, Eckenstahler 
threw a changeup and a split- fin- 
ger fastball. He has been working 
on his curvcball as of late. 

"Being a 67" lefty, he has the 
downward angle to the plate," 
Petty said, "but he mixed up his 
pitches quite often, almost never 
throwing the same pitch twice in 
a row. lib placement was impor- 
tant, and he could hit the cor- 
ners." 

Eckenstahler also said 
Pcriman introduced him to the 
split-finger fastball, the same 
pitch that made former Cub 
reliever Bruce Surer famous. To 
the batter, the split-finger looks 
like a fastball, but the bottom

drops out at the last minute. 

That has been my knockout 
pitch for two years. I owe that 
pitch a lot to Mr. Pcriman," 
Eckenstahler said. "Changing 
speeds and throwing strikes Is 
what It is all about. I learned that 
you needed to change speeds in 
order to be successful." 

It appears he found what It 
took to be successful .

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Suburban farmers face special pressures

Before Howard Homier retired from 
active farming a Tew years ago, he saw It 
happen nearly every day as he pulled his 
farm equipment onto the rood. 

"People would pass by and tell us we 
were number one," he said with tongue 
firmly planted in check. 

lie was referring to a typical scene 
where a tractor in the roadway is subjected 
to honking horns and angry motorists who 
in many cases moved to the county in the 
first place primarily because they liked the 
open space. Hut once they get behind a 



light as quickly as possible overtakes them like a drug, 
inducing them to roar past that tractor and raise their 
middle finger sharply skyward. 

The action befuddles Bonner, who was born 76 ycaANT/b 
ago on the very farm he still occupies 
just west of Undcnhurst on Sand Lake 
Road, but it is systematic of the prob- 
lem Lake County farmers face that is 
shared by very few of their peers 
across the country— the pressures of 
suburban growth.

Hie Lake County Board vowed to reexam- 
ine voting precincts throughout the county 
next spring and to petition the state legisla- 
ture to change the current statute governing 
ihc number of Voters allowed per precinct 
when approving changes to the current 
precinct map. 

The board voted unanimously on the 
change* which had been the topic of several 
committee meetings and much discussion over 
live past several weeks. The precinct changes 
are designed lo save the county money in the 
cost of administering elections and to accom- 
modate growth. 

Grant, Cuba and Waukcgan township 
precincts were spared from consolidation by 
an amendment made prior to tltc roll call 
vote. The precincts proposed to be combined 
were: Grant Ml, 147 and 148; Waukcgan 342 
and 343 and Cuba 60 and 61. 



Robert Grcvcr, chairman of management 
services, taxation and election committee of 
the county board, praised the work of the 
county clerk's office on the precinct changes. 

*We have tried to realign our boundaries 
with legislative districts and eliminate bound- 
ary confusion," Grcvcr said. "We've worked 
with the representatives of the area and tried 
to accomplish this with the least amount of 
impact." 

Three new precincts were created to 
accommodate growth in the area. The 
precincts are; Lake Villa 38S, Vernon 387 and 
Warren 386. 

l»rccincts 56 and 57 In Cuba will be com- 
bined as will Dccrocld 66 and 91. 

State statues call for precincts to be divid- 
ed when there arc more than 800 registered 
voters. The norm is to have 500-800 voters per 
precinct. 

"I think we should ask the legislature to 
reexamine that statue," said Chairman Bob 



Dcpkc. "With electronic voting, most 
precincts can handle a over 1,000 voters per 
day." 

Grcvcr also recommended the clerk's 
office look Into the possibility of having 
election judges work only half-days. He 
believes this will enable a greater number of 
senior citizens to volunteer as election 
Judges. Currently the county b short elec- 
tion Judge*. 

Many county board members tvcllevc 
more consolidation of precincts are necessary 
because of financial concerns and that growth 
of precincts must also be accommodated. 

"We can look at this every year," Grcvcr 
said. "We know there will he a nccti for fur- 
ther changes." 

Voters will be notified of ihc changes by 
malt in the near future. The changes will be In 
effect for the November election. Precinct 
committeemen in eliminated districts will 
remain in office until the next election.

Sentenced in murder, teen hopes video impacts youth

Robert Garlte, 19, grew up In 
Wauconda. 

He has a warm smile and an 
engaging personality. He's very 
articulate. And he'd been an "A" 
and " H" student. 

"My dream was to be a 
lawyer," he says. 

That dream Is beyond his 
reach now. 

Because he killed a man when 
he was 15. 

As one of five teens in a 1991 
plot to steal $3,000 worth of 
cocaine from Kevin Strauthcr, 
17, of Chicago, he admits that he 
held a .357 Magnum revolver to 
the drug dealer's head and 
pulled the trigger. 

On Friday, May 26, Garite— 
who had pleaded guilty to first- 
degree murder on March 17 — 
was sentenced by Circuit Judge 
Charles Scott to 40 years In 

prison. 

On Thursday, May 25, Garitc 
looked Into a video camera that 
had been set up Inside the Lake 
County Jail and discussed his 
downward spiral. He hopes that 
young people who think they 
can control their drug use will 
realize just how horrible the con- 
sequences arc when the drug 
controls them. 

In the video, he expressed 
regret that being in prison would 
mean that he could not go to a 
forest preserve or a concert or 
have a girlfriend for many years.

Witnesses portrayed Garitc as 
truly remorseful and Judge Scott 
referred to him as the type of 
young man most people would 
be happy to have as their son. 

In the video, Garitc encour- 
ages young people not to make 
the mistakes he did. "1 hope 1 
swerve your thinking to never 
want to do drugs. Remember the 
things I can't do."

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Stormwater agency 
bemoans fund woe 

Without sufficient funding, the Lake County 
Stormwater Management Commission has become a 
paper tiger, another peg in the bureaucratic hurdle 
through which builders and developers are required to 
jump. 

County Administrator Dwlght Magalis said SMC basi- 
cally is broke. For lack of money, hopes for a local wet- 
land regulatory program have been dashed along with 
long-range plans for bringing rhyme and reason to 
management of regional drainage problems. 

SMC Ex. Dir. Ward Miller still envisions die time when 
the young agency can support itself with permit fees, 
but that undoubtedly will take a long time. Prospects 
for service charge legislation from Springfield are bleak. 
Meanwhile, a county agency minus teeth will be study- 
ing drainagcproblems, planning and providing input to 
municipalities and private developers on how to get rid 
of stormwater created by rapid urbanization, all within 
stringent budget constraints. 

The aim of local wetland regulatory controls is out of 
the question. As we pointed out several months ago, 
that isn't all bad. County Board Chairman Robert 
Depke wants to forget the whole idea of local wetland 
control. This is one time we agree wholeheartedly with 
Chairman Bob.

II, "The Eucharist Is the heart of 
the Church. Where the F.ucharistic 
life flourishes, there the life of the 
church will blossom" ( 

Ihc Catholic of Church of the 
Archdiocese of Chicago will he 
making history as it hopes to 
rekindle devotion to the 
Eurcharist— the very primacy of 
the faith. The first Eucharistic 
Conference In 65 years will be held 
in the archdiocese at Marytown in 
Ubcrtyvillc June 23 and 24. 

Dubbed "Hucharistic 

Presence; — A Call to Adoration," 
the purpose of the conference is to 
invite religious and laity alike to 
witness and explore the power of 
Jesus and the Blessed Sacrament 
and how they can influence peo- 
ple's lives through prayer. 

Before Vatican II and the mas- 
sive church reforms that ensued, 
all-night F.ucharistic adoration 
was readily available at parishes 
or chapels for individuals and 
prayer groups wishing to pray 
before the Blessed Sacrament 
Since Vatican II, the focus shifted 
to the Blessed Sacrament as it is 
revealed during Mass. 

Realizing the importance and 
prayerful intimacy associated 
with Eucharistic adoration, Pope 
John Paul It established the 
Exposition of the Blessed 
Sacrament in St. Peter's In 1981, 



"How great is the value of 
conversion with Christ in the 
Blessed Sacrament There is 
nothing more consoling on earth, 
nothing more powerful for 
advancing along the road to holi- 
ness," the Holy Father said. 

Taken by the scope and 
meaning of the Blessed 
Sacrament, Father Martin Lucia 
founded a new order of priests, 
the Missionaries of the Blessed 
Sacrament, to establish perpetual 
adoration at the parish level. 
More than 1,000 parishes world- 
wide have established 
Eucharistic adoration between 
19R1 and 1994. 

Pr, Lucia will also be the 
keynote speaker at the 
Eucharistic Conference June 24 at • 
10:30 a.m. 

Jim Si chert, who will share his 
testimony and conversion at the 
conference, said the powers and 
mysteries of the Eucharistic ado- 
ration have worked wonders 
where it has been revived. 

"livery place that fosters 
Eucharistic adoration arc explod- 
ing with vocations," said Siclxm, 
who noted that one diocese that 
revitalized Eucharistic adoration 
was ordaining a new priest every 
year for every 7,500 Catholics. If 
that were to happen in the 
Archdiocese of Chicago, for exam- 
ple, more than 350 priests would 
be ordained yearly, Slcbcrt noted. 

"I think this Is the most 



important thing to occur In the 
Chicago Archdiocese In 25 years,"

must be reviewed by federal agencies and ulti- 
mately die governor has to sign and authorize 
the Issue of the bonds to finance the tollroad." 

Dean said the chorus of activists must grow 
to let the governor know their feelings about the 
extension of Route 53. 

The meeting was turned over to transporta- 
tion planner Lane Kcndig of Lane Kcndlg Inc. 

"There arc a lot of problems for dils particular 
highway," Kcndig said. "Number one is the growth 
of this county over the past number of years." 

Kcndig said die Village of Mundclein will be 
dramatically impacted by the proposed exten- 
sion, not to mention the many wetlands fli.it 
would also be affected. 

"The first question we should ask is: Is there a 
need for mis road, or could wc simply improve 
the existing roadways?" Kcndig said. "Improving 
the existing roadways is one very real alternative," 

The expressway will not work unless there 
are improvements made on the existing roads to 
move die traffic toward and away from the toll- 
way, Kcndig explained. 

When the meeting was opened to the floor, 
many Lake County residents raised concerns 
and asked how they could stop die extension. 

Fred Ausdn of Hawthorn Woods said native 
American artifacts had been discovered on his 
property. 

"Artifacts arc not going to stop this road; 
bones on the other hand would be better," said 
legal issues specialist Susan Get/end an ner of 
Skaddcn, Arps, Slate, Meagher and Flom. 

Another Lake County resident brought up 
die concern of ground water contamination. 

"When It rains In Idee County it eventually 
comes into Cook County, which is running into 
Lake Michigan," said Leo DiVIta, chief engineer 
of the Metropolitan Water Reclamation District 
of Greater Chicago. "This water running into the 
lake could eventually be contaminated and so 



wilt the communities drinking Like Michigan 
Water," he added. 

The extension of Route 53 will not only affect 
the water, it will have an Impact on noise, 
schools, air and traffic congestion, many of the 
specialists pointed out. 

"Wc have a serious air pollution problem In 
this region and this road will only make it 
worse," said air quality specialist Ron Burke, 
American lung Association of Chicago. 

Many schoolchildren do not go outside for 
recess because of allergies, said an elementary 
school teacher. The road would puss dose to a 
number of school buildings in Mundclein and 
surrounding communities. 

On die subject of user fees, former state legisla- 
tor John Matcjcvich staled that when die 355 loll- 
ways were built on bonds they were to be changed 
into regular roads when the debt was paid off. 
Those tollways have been paid off since 
1980 and diey arc still collecting money," 
Matcjcvich said. 

Another concern is the additional develop- 
ment that will be moved into Lake County. 
Many of the specialists stated that the extension 
of Route 53 will bring more traffic and more 
commercial businesses into the county. 

"What wc have here tonight is a core group 
that wants to do something to stop this tollway," 
said Dean. 

One suggestion was to get some buses 
together and drive down to sec the governor and 
to let him know how hike County residents feel 
about the proposed extension. 

Other specialists attending the meeting were 
Jacky Grimshaw, Coordinator for Air Quality 
Programs at the Center for Neighborhood 
Technology; Pat Kclsey, soli scientist for die 
Morton Arboretum; Dr. William Southern, of 
WHS Consulting and Betty Sterling, president of 
Mel lenry County Defenders.

Investigators fear

Suspicion is on the minds of fire investigators who have been look- 
ing into die cause of a blaze which burnt down an old free-love home 
and sanitarium on Woostcr Like late last month 

On Wednesday, Ken Kucha nil, captain of the Fox Like Fire 
Department said the fire which took sixty firefighters nearly a dozen 
hours (o extinguish, was more than likely arson. 

Buchardt, who's been investigating fires for quite some time, said 
he l>cllcvcs the arson was probably caused by youths. 

Right now, the State Fire Marshals and Fox lake Fire investigators 
arc having a waiting period to sec if the culprits will come forward and 
confess to the crime, which sometimes happens, said buchardt . 

The 90-year old structure on Bellvue Line near Wilson ltd. was built 
by the founder of die longest living Utopian Society in the history of 
the United States. 

The Inglcsldc-based "Spirit Fruit Society" brought such notable 
visitors as lawyer Clarence barrow, Postum and Crape Nuts inventor 
C.W. Post, and feminist Hmma Goldman to the home.

'Ihcre was also 
sophisticated steam-heat, lightening, and a plumbing system in (he 40 
room mansion. 'I he building was two and one-half stories including a hill 
basement which was also divided Into various sections. 

After founder Jacob DcUhart died in 190(1, the group moved to Santa 
Cruz, Calif.. The building later was used as a home for the mentally 
insane, and then as a health resort, until caretakers took watch over It 
for a while up until several years ago.

200 acre farm In 50 acre incre- 
ments for land elsewhere in Lake 
County and Northern Illinois. 

"If a farmer really wants to 
farm, they could sell 300 acres in 
Lake County and purchase 3,000 
acres in central Illinois for the 
same amount of money * said 
Richard Raftis, manager of the 
Like County Farm Bureau. 
There is a great deal of pressure 
on farmers In Lake County 
because of the many concerns 
with traffic and cost of farming. 
Few farmers could afford to buy 
an additional farm In the county 
today." 

Aside from congested road 
troubles for slow moving tractors, 
farmers arc facing a changing 
role in the way they do business 
just to be good neighbors. Swine 
operations create foul smelts. 
Cattle operations require the 
spreading of manure on the 
fields, which again creates a foul 
smell. Farmers who are running 
behind In wet years such as this 
one don't have die option to run 
all night In shifts in the field 
because of noise. 

Harvesting is a problem 
because the dust and the chaff 
floats into neighboring subdivi- 
sions. Harvesting can't wait too 
long because die protected deer 
population In the county helps 
Itself to the spoils. F.vcn applying 
harmless varieties of chemical 
fertilizer creates commotion by 
homeowners who believe their 
ground water is becoming more 
poisoned by the second.

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Illinois Beach Dunes — a unique jewel

It's late spring and the blue of 
the wild lupine dominates the 
scenery in the oak woods at 
Illinois Beach State Park. Later 
this season, the orange of butter- 
fly weed will be the focal point. At 
other times, visitors will view a 
potpourri of colors and hues. 

"Wc have flowers blooming 
all summer," said natural Lit Sue 
Wright. "You can come every two 
weeks and find new flowers." 

With more than 650 species of 
plant* at the state park, the floral 
combinations are endless. Tito 
5,000-acrc Illinois Beach State 




Park has a larger variety of plant 
species than any other site in the 
state It is also home toflS endan- 
gered species and many other 
dunesland species — 

that arc found 
nowhere else In 
Illinois, 

The most dra- 
matic example of 

the variety of " 

ipectes Is In the rear "^— ■ — — 
dunes where an Arctic plant, 
heart*: ny, thrives next to a desert 
plant, prickly pear cactus. 

Thb diversity led to the nam- 
ing of 900 acres in the southern 
portion of the park as die first 
Illinois Slate Nature Preserve 
back in 1964. It was also die 
first preserve nationwide and 
was a model for the preserve 
system. The site is listed in the 
National Register of Historic 
Places. 

But the area where the nature 
preserve currently lies was 
nearly destroyed by develop- 
ment. Back in the 1940s, the 
City of Waukegan had plans to 
turn the southern part into a 
playground with intense recre- 
ational use. However, a group of 
farsightcd individuals fought for 
20 years to preserve the unique 
area by enlisting the help of con- 
gressmen and scientists. This 
group was chartered as the 
Illinois Dunesland Preservation 
Society In 1954 and it exists to 
this day as a watchdog and stew- 
ard to the area. Piece by piece, 
the state park grew with the 
northern sections being acquired 
between 1971 and 1982.

"People can actually sec suc- 
cession from bare soil to forests.

As the lake flooded over the 
years, it continued to deposit 
sand on the southern shores. This 
is why the northern part of 
Illinois State Beach Park Is mote 
forested — more mature. The 
southern part, where the nature 
preserve lies, has the more primi- 
tive environment 

On a short jaunt fttarting at 
the shore of the lake, hikers can 
go through dunes, sand prairie, 
oak forest, marshes and wet 
prairie. Starting at the beach, no 
plants can survive long. Sea rock- 
et sometimes grabs a foothold, 
but in a day or two it Is wasficd

But, it is the unique geology away. On the forcdunes, primary 



of the dunes which makes it 
home to more species than any- 
where else in Illinois. The dunes 
formation began some 12.000 
years ago when the Wisconsin 
glacier formed Lake Michigan 
and began to melt Geologists call 
that ancient lake liikc Chicago. It 
was much larger than the current 
Lake Michigan and covered most 
of the City of Chicago. As the

Standing on the porch of Amy and Alan Qulg's 
home and staring Into their luxuriously shaded and t- 
landscaped yard, you forget tliat their home Is locat- 
ed off busy Midlothian Road in Mundclcin. 

The Quigs said that once they were 
shown die approximately tOO-ycar-old 
farmhouse about 10 years ago (along 
with the two acres of plush lawn and 
trees the home was situated on), they 
had to have it. Making their decision all 
the more easy was the fact that the pre- 
vious owners were florists with a green- 
house on the property, which was per- 
fect for die Quigs' family business, Qulg's 
Greenhouse, located on Rte. 83 In 
Mundclcin, a mere two miles from their 

home. 

The view of the Qulg's home from the 
driveway Is one of splendor. You imme- 
diately notice the various shades of pink 
to peach flowers of different varieties 
* both hanging from die porch and plant- 
ed around It- Your eye also catches the 
reproduction antique lamppost sur- 
rounded by a variety of delicate, flower- 
ing plants at the base. 

Alan Quig said that there was no real 
semblance of order in the way they 
planted the flowers, and that it was "a 
mixture of mine and Amy's likes, t tend 
to lean toward more conservative plants, 
while Amy like* the wild and colorwi so 
we compromised." Strangely enough, 
the "hodgc podge* of 3 to 
4 varieties of plants rang- 
ing from bright pink to 
light peach, with a little 
bit of lavender thrown 
in. works extremely 
well. 

Planted at the base of 
.the Quigs front porch 
are purple plums, 
geraniums, and a

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Everybody's packing something these days: Tips for a successful move

More than 42 mlllbn Americans aro 
expected to pack It In this year and 
move. With fragile keepsakes and crys- 
tal helrtoorns to keep In mind, proper 
packing techniques become essential. 

• Moving and packing, like most every- 
thing, requires a strategy." said Sara 
Surface, moving expert for Mayflower 
Transit. "Advance planning Is the key." 

Surface says the more time you take 
deciding what to pack and what to 
leave, and the more care you take 
when packing, tho smoother your move 
will be and the easier It will bo to unpack 
when you arrive at your now destination. 

*You can save money by packing 
yourself, but hiring your mover to pack 
your belongings can savo you a lot of 
time, enorgy and stress. A pro also has 
the skill to pack belongings In a way 
that mlntmallzes tho chanco of dam- 
ago," Surface adds. 

Also, consider that you're responsible 
tor damage that occurs to belongings 
In boxes you pack. Tho movers, howov- 
or, aro liable for anylhlng they pack. 

So give yourself at least six weeks to 
pack and follow thoso easy packing 
suggestions from Mayflower: 

• Before you start packing, deter- 
mine tho Items you want to throw away, 
give away or sell. Moving is a good tlmo 
to got rid of itoms you no tongor need. 
You'll savo money and novo less to 
pack and unpack. Give yourself 
onough llmo to mako those decisions. 

• Don't Just start packing— plan how 
you will pack. Pack Items you don't use 
often first. Pack Items of similar size and 



weight together. Don't mako any car- 
ton too heavy to easily lift. 

• Always use proper packing cartons 
and wrapping materials. Use profession- 
al packing tape, which Is a wide, 
strong, clear or brown tape. Masking 
tape Is not strong enough to support 
the weight of a fully packed carton. 
Tapo all cartons on tho top and bot- 
tom—don't Just fold the end flaps 
closod. Use crumpled, 'unprlnted news- 
papers to pack Items In boxes. 

• Label tho contents on the outside 
of all boxes, and the room H should be 
delivered to In your new home. When 
packing fragile items, clearly mark 
"fragile" on the outside of the box with 
arrows on Ihe sides to Indicate tho cor- 
rect upright position. 

• Indicate boxes holding essential 
Items Ike cooking utensils, bedefng, Inons 
and tolo tries that need to be opened first 
by writing "open first* on the box and 
making sure these are the last boxes to 
be boded onto tho moving van. 

• Pack all cartons flghtty. When you 
pick up a packed box. If It rattles or 
makes noise, the contents could be 
damaged In transit. 

Specific possessions require specific 
caro when packing. Thoso are some of 
tho basic packing lochnlques used by 
Mayflower van operators: 

China: Wrap each Item separately In 
unprlnted newspaper and use a specif- 
ically partitioned box. 

Stemware: Rrst wrap the stems for 
extra protection, then wrap each glass 
Individually and place upside down In a 



partitioned box. 

Mirrors and glass-covered photos 
and art work: Criss-cross tho glass with a 
series of "X's" of masking tape to help 
strengthen the glass, then wrap In a 
generous cushion of clean paper and 
placo In a flattened packing or tele- 
scoping carton. 

Silverware: Nest utensils In groups of 
three or four, wrap securely and placo 
In silver chest or cushioned box. 



CDs, record alburns, tapes: Stack 
these Items on end so thoy can absorb 
shock with less chance of damago, 
and pack tightly so they're secure and . 
can't shift.

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Make sure home is wired for safety 



Electricity Is the servant of modern 
man, It heats, cools, lights and helps us 
clean our homos; It freezes our food 
and provides us with the Information 
and entertainment of radio and televi- 
sion. However, thts "good and faithful 
servant* must be used properly to pre- 
vent accidents. 

The number one cause of accidents 
Is a lack of knowledge or skill. Here are 
some things all of us should know about 
electricity and electrical equipment. 

First, be sure your homo Is wired cor- 
rectly. Wiring should be Installed and 
checked by a qualified electrician to 
comply with national codes as weP as 
state and local ordinances. Appliances 
should be approved by Underwriters* 
Laboratories. Your home Is Inadequate- 
ly wired If you notice any of the follow- 
ing symptoms: 

• Lights dim when an appliance 
goes on: 

• Motors sJow down; 

• Fuses blow or circuit breakers frlp 
out frequently; 

• Toastors or Irons fall to heat properly; 

• TV picture shrinks; and 

• You're stxjrt of outlets. 

Fuses and circuit breakers shut off 
the current whenever too much of It 
tries to flow through a wiro. TNs can 
result from a short circuit (bare wiro 
touching a ground), overloading (loo 
many lights or appliances on one cir- 
cuit) or from a dofocttvo part in an 
appliance or othor equipment. 

tf a fuso blows, try to find the cause 
and correct It. Pull the main switch and 
roptaco the burned oul fuso with a new 



one of the correct size. Turn on the main 
'switch. If the fuse blows again make 
another check for the cause. If you can't 
find the problem call an electrician. 
Circuit breakers, which are more conve- 
rgent than fuses, automatically turn off If 
something goes wrong. Once the trou- 
ble is fixed, simply reset tho switch. 

Cords are another potential source 
of trouble. Be sure you have the right 
type for tho equipment you're using, 
such as heavy duty for toots or moisture 
resistant for outdoor work. Worn cords 
can cause short circuits, shocks and 
even fires. 

• Don' I place cords where someone 
will trip over them or where they will get 
excessive wear (under rugs, across 
doorways, etc.) 

• Don't pull a cord to disconnect a 
plug, pull the plug Itself. 

• Do keep cords away from heat 
and water. 

• Do Inspect cords often for wear, 
especially at plugs and connections.

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Skin cancer prevention: every parent's job 



Most adults realize diat the sun isn't their 
friend. They've learned the wise use of sun- 
screens and shade through countless summers. 
And, as they get older, the fear of skin cancer 
iMJcomcs stronger. 

"What Is often forgotten is that skin cancer 
doesn't suddenly develop at age 45 or 50. It is 
the result of years of sun abuse, usually begin- 
ning as a child, " says I'at Lehr, R.N., patient care 
director of Victory Memorial Hospital's 
Oncology Department. 

According to American Cancer Society 
reports, even one severe sunburn as a child may 
double an adult's risk of developing malignant 
melanoma (skin cancer in its worst form). 
That's why ft is Important that parents help 
their children form safe sun habits from the day 
they first go out to play in die sunshine. 

"In addition to applying an SI*F 15 or higher 
sunscreen l>cforc children go out to play, there 
arc a numlxir of other precautions parents can 
take to protect their children," says Uhr. 

The American Cancer Society agrees. Here 
arc some of its suggestions for a sun safe sum- 
mer for children. 



Children Icam through imitation. If the adults 
in the family follow safe sun procedures, like 
always using sunscreen and wearing hats and 
other protective clothing children will be 
encouraged to follow suit Sol x: sure to set a good 
example for the children in your household.

burning. Willie ft is probably safe to use sun- 
screen on babies under six months old, it Is let- 
ter to keep them appropriately dressed in the 
shade, out of reach of die harmful UV rays. 

Try -to limit a child's exposure to the sun. 
Create a fun, indoor activity to fill die hours 
between 10 a.m. and 3 p.m., when the sun's 
rays arc at their strongest Of course, children 
love to play outside in die summer, so keeping 
them indoors for a large part of the day may not 



l>c practical. If they do go out to play, always 
apply a broad spectrum sunscreen with an NIT 
of at least 15. And apply it generously, covering 
all exposed skin including cars and toes. For the 
l>est results, sunscreen should be applied 20 to 
30 minutes before going out to play and It 
should f >c reapplied every two hours. 

An afternoon at die teach or In die pool is 
always refreshing. If your child is going to be in 
and around water, l>e sure you use a waterproof 
sunscreen. And remember, when you lowd your 
child off with a towel, you take tho sunscreen 
with die water, so reapply it It is also Important 
to know that IJV rays pass right through wet 
clothing Be prewired with a change of clothes or 
apply sunscreen to the skin underneath, should 
your child's dodics get wet while playing at die 
beach or on a water ride at Great America. 

It's an old wives talc that a tan will protect you 
from a stinbum. Children Ixim as easily with a tan 
as widiout, so apply sunscreen even if your child 
lias a hcaldiy tin. And, antibiotics can make your 
child more prone to sunburn. So, If he /she is on 
antibiotics take extra precautions to stay out of the 
sun and be sure to use a sunscreen.

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Jaundice can be treated at home 



H igh tech has led to high touch 
for newborns with jaundice, 
according to Hi IS Home Health 
Girc Service. Today infants requir- 
ing treatment of jaundice can be 
treated safely at home with a 
fiberoptic blanket that, unlike pre- 
vious treatments, allows parents to 
hold and cuddle their babies. 

Like 60 percent of four million 
newborns in the U.S, each year, 
Kmily Rose Curtlss of Hinsdale 
bec.unc clinically jaundiced 
shortly after birth. Her skin 
appeared yellowish because her 
immature liver was unable to rid 
her body of excess bilirubin, a 
natural by-product of the break- 
down of red blood cells. Because 
Kmily's bilirubin level rose dan- 
gerously high very quickly, her 
pediatrician ordered light treat- 
ment, called phototherapy, in 
order to prevent brain damage. 

Hut while this treatment is 
highly successful and noninva- 
sive, it Interferes with the way most 
parents want to care for their new 
babies. Had Emily's treatment 
been completed In the hospital, 
her mother. Mia, would have been 
discharged alone. That would have 
made it very inconvenient for Mia 
to continue breastfeeding, which 
also helps to wash the bilirubin out 
of the baby's system. 

Fortunately, Emily's pediatri- 
cian had a better option. And 
because Good Samaritan 
Hospital in Downers Grove, 
where Emily was bom, and F.I IS 
Home Health Care Service are 



both part of Advocate Health 
Care, Emily's treatment was 
seamlessly transferred from hos- 
pital to home. 

The day Emily left the hospital, 
a nurse from the home care com- 
pany delivered and set up a 
portable phototherapy system In 
her home. She demonstrated to 
the parents how to use the thin 
fiberoptic blanket, which was 
wrapped around Emily's torso 
and secured with tape. The 
Fiberoptic blanket is so thin, just 
al>out one -eighth of an inch thick, 
Emily could wear clothes over It 

A cable attached the blanket to 
a box containing the light source, 
which was in turn plugged into 
the wall. No heat or electricity 
could come into contract with 
the baby, and no eye protection 
was necessary because the soft 
blue light emitted by the blanket 
would n't hurt Emily's eyes. 

Every day, a home care nurse 
trained in infant care visited the 
Curtiss home to give Emily a 
complete physical, including tak- 
ing a blood sample taken from 
her heel to test her bilirubin. After 
72 hours, Emily's bilirubin level 
was on the decline, and the home 
care company took the pho- 
totherapy unit away. 

"Home treatment Is much bet- 
ter for the baby because you can 
hold them, cuddle them, and 
even change their diapers with 
the blanket on," said Mia Curtiss. 
'You can't hold die baby at all 
when they are under the lights In 
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Good Shepherd to build 
radiation oncology center 

Evangelical Services Corp. {ESQ will begin construction of a radia- 
tion oncology center on Good Shepherd Hospital's Harrington cam- 
pus. The 5,000 ^square -foot center, to be housed on the ground floor of 
a new physicians' office building, will feature a state-of-the-art linear 
accelerator and simulator for radiation therapy. 

Ground has been broken for the three-story structure, with comple- 
tion targeted for the summer of 1996. 

"The number of cancer patients we're seeing at Good Shepherd is 
Increasing,* said Anne Rychlik, director of oncology services at the hos- 
pital. "Cancer patients shouldn't have to travel miles from their homes 
for radiation therapy," she added. 

Used to destroy or alter cancer cells, radiation can be utilized indi- 
vidually. In combination, or in various sequences with surgery and 
chemotherapy for cancer patients. 

The dual energy accelerator at Good Shepherd's radiation oncology 
center will offer a diverse array of energy options for treating patients, 
regardless of die size and location of a tumor," explained Rychlik. "Ihcse 
capabilities will increase our options for treating a wide variety of cases." 

The radiation oncology center will be open five days a week to 
accommodate treatment schedules of patients. "Most treatments gen- 
erally are given for five consecutive days cadi week with the entire 
treatment lasting up to eight weeks," said Rychlik.

Being diagnosed with breast cancer Is an emotional turning point in 
a woman's life. There arc many changes that occur not only physically 
but also emotionally.

Home phototherapy is a par- 
ticularly good option today 
because by the time most infants 
become jaundiced — during the 
second or third day of life— they 
have already been discharged 
from the hospital. 

"Home phototherapy means 
that mom can bring her baby 
home with her and therefore it's 
less disruptive for the family," said 
Lu Ann VTs, who manages the 
maternal -child program for El IS 
Home Health Care Service."

That's because tills pickpocket 
doesn't steal directly from you, 
but from your insurance compa- 
ny. Vou eventually get the hill, 
though, because you're the one 
who pays the premiums. 

Insurance fraud costs con- 
sumers as much as $120 billion a 
year, Campbell told the Exchange 
Club of Grayslakc. 

Over the past few years, the 
number of documented insur- 
ance crime cases has shot up dra- 
matically, Campbell said. At the 
same time, research shows the 
public's attitude toward insur- 
ance fraud has grown Increasing- 
ly more tolerant. And there's no 
doubt the two statistics arc 
linked. 

Campbell reported that one 
way insurance companies fight 
fraud is by working with the 
National Insurance Crime

State Farm also 
trains its claims people to recog- 
nize potentially fraudulent claims 
and has special investigative 
units that look for fraud through- 
out the U.S. 

Each of us must become 
Involved, Campbell told the audi- 
ence. Tell your insurance compa- 
ny or the authorities if you know 
of people involved in insurance 
fraud or if you're approached by 
someone trying to lure you into 
fraudulent activity. 

Until the public becomes 
enraged enough to react to the 
prospect of their premium dollars 
being misspent on potentially 
fraudulent claims, insurers arc 
hamstrung in their efforts to 
squelch the problem, Campbell 
said. 

Insurance fraud Is a crime — a 
crime that victimizes every hon- 
est Insurance consumer in this 
country. If we're going to put a 
stop to it we must work together. 
Let's all work together and put 
the phantom pickpocket out of 
business.

Sorting through insurance confusion 



l 



Depending on whom they 
consult, consumers often receive 
very different and confusing 
advice about life Insurance. It is 
not a simple subject. In fact, after 
the purchase of a house, buying 
life insurance is probably the 
most complex financial decision 
the majority of people will ever 
face. 

The first step in purchasing 
life insurance Is to determine the 
dollar amount of Insurance actu- 
ally needed. The purpose of life 
Insurance is to protect and pro- 
vide for loved ones after a bread- 
winner's death. 

Mow much life insurance 
should you have? There arc a 
number of methods used to make 
this decision, and they range 
from a simple multiple of five to 
eight times your annual income 
to a more complicated (and more 
accurate) projection of future 
needs for your family. Here is one 
method for estimating the 
amount of life insurance you 
need. 

First, make a list of the debts 
you may want to eliminate with 
the insurance proceeds, such as 
credit card balances, car loans 
and your home mortgage. Add 
estimated amounts to cover col- 
lege education for your children 
and any other special needs. 

Second, estimate the future 
annual living expenses your fam- 
ily will Incur on Its own. Subtract 
from this annual expense the 
amount of your spouse's net 
annual take-homo pay, income 
from Investments and social 
security survivors' benefits. The 
difference between the projected 
expenses and the projected 
Income is the amount you will 
need to cover with Insurance 
each year. Multiply this amount 
by the numbers of years that your 
family will need the income. 



Finally, add the total 
of debts and one-time 
expenses calculated In 
the first step to the pro- 
jected annual needs 
from the second step. 
The result is an estimate 
of the amount of life 
insurance you need. 

After determining 
the amount of insur- 
ance you will also need 
to determine the appropriate 
kind of life insurance: term of 
cash value. At this point, most 
people become extremely con- 
fused because there is no 
absolute, concrete answer to the 
question about which type of life 
insurance to buy. Each person's 
choice depends a great deal on 
issues such as the amount of 
money available to buy the insur- 
ance and the length of time the 
insurance will be needed. 

Term insurance provides just 
one tiling: a set death benefit It 
pays that benefit only if the 
Insured dies while the term policy 
Is In force. Cash-value Insurance 
pays a set death benefit and, over 
time, accumulate tax-advantaged 
savings. 

Typically, term insurance is 
purchased one year at a time, 
although there arc multi-year 
term Insurance policies available. 
Cash-value Insurance is funded 
through regular payments for a 
time period generally determined 
by. the size of the death benefit 
and the buyers ability to pay.

Who's buying homes in America? 



At the National Assn. of Real Estate Editors 
Convention in Washington, D.C, Richard Pollay, 
president of Chicago Title Insurance Co. spoke 
about the 19th annual survey of recent home buyers 
In America report published by Chicago Title and 
Trust Family of Title Insurers. Pollay was a guest on 
a panel at NAREE and shared some of his insights on 
the report, along with comments from several other 
Industry leaders. I was honored to host this presti- 
gious panel and thought you might be interested in 
some of the disclosures this report had to offer. 

The annual survey interviews home buyers in 18 
representative housing markets, Including Atlanta, 
Boston, Chicago, Cleveland, Dallas-Fort Worth. 
Denver, Detroit, Los Angeles, Memphis, 
Minneapolis, New York City, Orange County, 
California, Orlando, Philadelphia, Phoenix. San 
Diego, Seattle-Tacoma and Washington, D.C. 

The survey answers the question: "Who is buying 
homes in America? According to the CT&T report, 
"once again, first-time homebuycrs accounted for 
almost half of all homes sold in the nation's leading 
metropolitan housing markets last year." In spite of 
the slowing of birth rates, statistics show that there 
should be fewer household formations, thus fewer 
first-time homebuycrs entering the housing market 
Those figures were challenged when the report 
revealed that first-time, never married buyers 
accounted for 29.6 percent of all sales to first-time 
buyers In 1994 with an average age of 31.6 years old. 

The report goes on to add that 







•A significant percentage 
of the buyers entering the US, 
housing market for the first 
time had parents bom on for- 
eign soil. The report is careful 
to say that census data does- 
n't exist, that it is safe to 
assume that immigration 
trends arc having an impact 
on U.S. home buying in the 
1990s. 

•Interest rate trends, of course, have an impact 
on home buying trends, especially with the variety 
of mortgage instruments now available. 

•The restructuring of corporate America has 
impacted home buying. The report states, "Our 
nation's less than robust economic performance 
has Influenced home buying patterns, encouraging 
some groups, while leaving others on the sidelines."

In major metropolitan markets and regional Infor- 
mation. In addition, the report offers information 
on median home prices in urban America, and other 
national trends.

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Frequent invasions of weeds signals lawn problems 



Dandelions wore a very visible 
weed over the past few weeks on Lake 
County area lawns. Even the best 
cared-for lawns may develop weeds 
from time to time, However, frequent 
Invasions of weeds Into lawns are a slg- 
nal that something Is wrong with grow- 
ing conditions for that lawn. 

These problems could be the gener- 
al growing conditions, lawn man- 
agement practices, or a combination 
of both. While selecting and applying 
the proper herbicide may take care of 
the weed population, an Important 
second step should be an analysis of 
the site to determine what factors have 
contributed to the weed Invasion. 

Crabgrass likes an open turf and 
plenty of moisture. Thus grass areas that 
are thin and receive frequent watering 
are very susceptible to Invasion from 
crabgrass. 

Many lawns are mowed too close- 



ly, which has thinned the grass, and 
receive frequent light watering. 
Dandelions and many other broadleaf 
weeds also are common on lawns 
mowed too close. 

There are other common reasons for 
thin lawns that have allowed weeds to 
Invade. The lawn may be thin due to 
low fertility, soil compaction, or general 
poor soil conditions. 

There are a number of Instances of 
where the presence of broadleaf 
weeds can be used to give a good 
indication of what the problem may 
be. For example, low son fertility and 
moist soil conditions are Ideal for whlfo 
clover. Poor drainage In shady loca- 
tions ts Ideal for ground Ivy. or creeping 
charlle. Compacted son b favorable for 
knot weed. 

Take a good look at the manage- 
ment of the lawn when dealing with 
wood probloms.

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Planting trees helps community 



Without trees, our Lake County com- 
munities can take on the same proper- 
ties as the parched, sandy deserts. How 
we combat this trend Is a matter of 
planning, planting, and progress. 

In the middle of the summer, as you 
walk down the streets of any town you 
can fee! the heat radiating off the 
hoods of cars. Blinding sun rays reflect 
off store windows, asphalt surfaces feel 
mushy and everything looks dry. 
Research shows that without the "oasis 
effect" off trees and green spaces, 
urban areas grow hotter and dryor. As 
development continues, the expand- 
ing amount of paved surfaces causes 
the air to dry. and the demand for 
water by plants and people escalates. 
This does not bode welt for our commu- 
nities unless we start to do something 
about It now. 

Trees planted to reduce enorgy 
consumption around homes Indirectly 
reduces water consumption. 

Without trees, residents of any com- 
munity increase their demand for water 
during the summer months. Lacking the 
cool shade from community frees, 
evapo-transplratlon rates Incroaso. as 
does the demand for energy to air con- 
ditioning and the water consumors to 
meet those demands. 

The amount of water noeded for 
trees b Insignificant compared to other 
domestic water demands. The average 
dally consumption of water In the homo 
b nearly 100 gallons per person. A newly 
planted tree requires only 10 to 15 gal- 



lons of water per week— the equivalent 
of two to three toilet flushes. 

Planting trees Is not the only compo- 
nent In thb equation to conserve. You 
need to make the Investment to main- 
tain Ihe trees that provide a landscape 
to look at and a natural energy saver as 
well. For every dollar spent to maintain 
trees, the benefits are returned In alr- 
condltionlng savings, dust reduction. 
the slowing of storm water runoff and a 
greater appreciation in property val- 
ues. 

Established frees need an average 
of 1.000 gallons of water a year— the 
same amount that an average person 
uses In 10 days. However, sick trees are 
costly to treat. Drought distressed trees 
are more susceptible to disease and 
Insect Infestations. The cost of treat- 
ments or removal can run as high as 
$2,000— much higher than the cost of 
the water to maintain their hoalth. 

Planting trees in the "urban desert" 
requires an Investment of time and 
rosources.

Even drought tolerant trees require 
watorlng until their roots are fully estab- 
lished. Water your new trees once or 
twice a week during dry periods, apply- 
ing waler slowly enough to alow It time 
to soep Into the soil instead of run-off. 
Atso a two to four Inch layer of mulch 
will reduce water demands by 75 per- 
cent.

That was the lesson famed 
Chicago sports columnist Rick 
Tclandcr shared with Lake 
County business leaders during a 
power breakfast sponsored by the 
take County Chamber of 
Commerce and Mldlanc Country 
Club. 

Tclandcr, still a little red-eyed 
from covering a late, double- 
overtime Rlackhawks loss to 
Detroit in their bid for die Stanley 
Cup, did not have Tiny amusing 
anecdotes or gossip to share 
about Chicago sports heroes or 
non-heroes. 

Rather, he talked about what 
breeds success In his trade and 
others. 

"I know very little about 
sports," admitted Tclandcr, who 
was a senior writer for Sports 
Illustrated before landing at the 
Chicago Sun -Times to write 
about his true love: Chicago 
sports, 

"My job Is about writing," he 
said simply and sincerely. 

Today's world of instant 
Information also applies to the 
sports arena. I acts, figures, and 
records arc all readily available to 
the sports writer. Many times, 
quotes from star athletes are even 



prepared In advanced, he said. 

With all these stats, figures 
and quotes at the tip of the sports 
writer's finger, It seems all the 
sports writer has to do Is plug in 
die final score and add his or her 
byline. 

Not quite. 

"What really makes a differ- 
ence is how you write," Tclandcr 
said. 

Despite the glorified Image of 
the colorful sports writer, 
Tclandcr said the good writers 
arc the ones who write simply 
and clearly. 

"So often you're led to believe 
that if you're not convoluted or 
complex, It's not good writing," 
Tclandcr said. 

Not true, he said. 
'Nothing more than simplici- 
ty," Tclandcr stressed.

"I had heard he may come up before July 
4," Gene Hanson, Unroc's coach at College of 
liikc County, said.

"He has all the natural ability. He is big (6 
foot 3 indies, 200 pounds) and he is very fast 
and strong," Hanson said.
